Introduction 


SPRAYIXG  is  the  most  important  operation  on  the  farm,  and  it 
is  only  by  spraying  with  suitable  materials  that  most  of  the 
troublesome  insect  pests  and  fungous  diseases  of  fruit  trees 
and  garden  crops  can  be  controlled.  Spraying,  likewise,  with  the 
right  materials,  will  protect  the  health  of  live  stock,  by  controlling 
pests  which  infest  their  skin  and  by  maintaining  their  cpiarters  in  a 
sanitary  condition. 


There  is  no  one  spray  that  will  cure  everything.  Use  the  spray 
that  will  best  fit  your  case.  Spray  thoroughly.  Direct  your  atten- 
tion to  the  parts  that  are  hard- 
est to  reach,  for  it  is  in  such  places 
that  the  pests  are  most  liable  to 
fxist  in  greatest  numbers.  Cover 
every  surface,  and  drive  the  spray  • 
into  cracks  and  crevices.  Y'hen 
spraying  fruit  trees  get  the  spray 
into  the  buds  and  into  the  calyx  cup 
of  apples  and  pears.  \\>t  the  up- 
per and  lower  surfaces  of  the  leaves. 

Spraying  is  much  more  of  a pre- 
ventative than  a cure,  especially  in 
the  control  of  diseases.  Plants  that 
are  sprayed  before  the  diseases, 
such  as  scab,  rots  of  various  kinds 
and  mildews,  will  be  protected  from 
damage  by  the  organisms  causing 
the  diseases.  But  after  the  diseases 
are . at  work,  damage  already  has 
been  done  and  no  kind  of  spraying 
will  cure  it.

Roup  Is  the  Most  Dreaded  of 
All  Poultry  Diseases 

Symptons — First  stage: — Chicken^  catchins: 
cold,  e3'es  and  nostril?  become  -watery.  The 
fowls  will  wheeze  -wchen  breathing  and  will  fre- 
quently sneeze  and  shake  their  heads  to  throw
